Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  regulate  ferries  within  the  territories 
subject  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Bengal3; 

It  is  enacted  as  follows: — 

Preliminary. 

1,  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Bengal  Ferries  Act,  1885. 

2 . It  shall  extend  to  J[the  Slates5  of  West  Bengal  and  Bihar  and  to  that 
pan  of  the  State6  of  Orissa  which  on  the  first  day  of  August  1885  was] 
subject  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Bengal3:

Every  such  declaration,  establishment,  definition,  change  or 
discontinuance  shall  be  made  by  notification: 

Provided  that,  when  any  alteration  in  the  course  or  in  the  limits  of  a 
public  ferry  is  rendered  necessary  by  changes  in  the  river  on  which  such 
ferry  is  established,  such  alteration  may  be  made,  by  an  order  in  writing, 
by  the  Magistrate  of  the  district. 

7.  The  control  of  all  public  ferries  shall  be  vested  in  the  Magistrate 
of  the  district,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner. 


8-  The  immediate  superintendence  of  every  public  ferry  shall  be 
vested  in  the  Magistrate  of  the  district  in  which  such  ferry  is  situated,  or  in 
such  other  officer  as  the  ’[State  Government]  may,  from  time  to  time, 
cither  by  name  or  by  official  designation,  appoint. 

And  such  Magistrate  or  officer  shall,  except  when  the  lolls  at  such  ferry 
arc  leased,  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  boats  for 
such  ferry,  and  for  the  collection  of  the  authorized  tolls  leviable  thereat. 

9,  The  tolls  of  any  public  ferry  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  leased  by 
public  auction  for  such  term  as  the  Magistrate  of  the  district  in  which  such 
feny  is  situated  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner,  direct. 

The  Magistrate  of  the  district  or  the  officer  authorized  by  him  to 
conduct  such  auction  may,  for  sufficient  reason  to  be  recorded  in  writing, 
refuse  to  accept  the  offer  of  the  highest  bidder,  and  may  accept  any  other 
bid,  or  may  withdraw  the  tolls  from  auction.

13.  The  /ease  of  the  tolls  of  any  public  ferry  shall  be  liable  to  be 
cancelled  at  once  by  the  Magistrate  of  the  district  in  which  such  Terry  is 
situated  if  it  shall  appear  to  such  Magistrate  that  the  lessee  has  failed  to 
make  due  provision  for  the  convenience  or  safety  of  the  public  within 
fifteen  days  after  being  required  to  do  so  by  a notice  in  writing  from  such 
Magistrate.

(d)  generally,  to  cany  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act: 

And,  when  the  tolls  of  a ferry  have  been  leased  under  section  9, 
such  Magistrate  may,  from  time  to  time,  with  such  approval  as  aforesaid, 
make  additional  rules  consistent  with  this  Act, — 

(e)  for  collecting  the  rents  payable  for  the  tolls  of  such  ferries; 

(f)  for  regulating  the  returns  of  traffic  to  be,  from  time  to  time, 
submitted  by  the  lessee  of  such  ferries;

(g)  in  cases  in  which  the  communication  is  to  be  established  by 
means  of  a bridge  of  boats,  pontoons  or  rafts,  or  a swing-

Miscellaneous. 

33.  On  the  cancelment  or  surrender  of  a lease,  the  Magistrate  of 
the  district  may  cake  possession  of  all  boats  and  other  appliances  and 
may  either  retain  the  same  permanently  on  payment  of  a fair  price  to 
the  proprietor,  or  may  retain  them  for  such  time  as  may  be  necessary, 
not  exceeding  three  months,  until  he  can  make  arrangements  for  such 
other  boats  and  appliances  as  may  be  necessary,  in  which  case  the 
Magistrate  of  the  district  shall  pay  a fair  sum  to  the  owners  for  the  use 
of  the  said  boats  and  appliances: 

Provided  that,  within  a week  of  taking  such  possession,  the  Magistrate 
of  the  district  shall  be  bound  to  give  notice  to  the  said  lessee  of  his 
intention  to  retain  the  said  boats  and  appliances  permanently,  or  for  a 
period  to  be  specified  in  the  notice. 

34.  When  any  boats  or  their  equipments,  or  any  materials  or 
appliances  suitable  For  setting  op  a ferry,  are  emcrgenlly  required  for 
facilitating  the  transport  of  officers  or  rroops  of  ^Government]  on  duty, 
or  of  any  other  persons  on  the  business  of  ^Government]  or  of  any 
animals,  vehicles  or  baggage  belong!  rtg  lo  such  officers,  troops  or  persons, 
or  of  any  property  of  1 [Government]  ihe  Magistrate  of  the  district  may 
take  possession  of  and  use  the  same  (paying  such  compensation  for  the 
use  thereof  as  the  3[Centrai  Government,  where  the  transport  is  in 
connection  with  the  affairs  of  the  Central  Government,  and  the  State3 
Government  in  other  cases]  may  in  each  case  direct)  until  such  transport 
is  completed.
